Their  main  purpose  is  education  and  we  want  them 
to  leave  Co-Lin  with  that  education  along  with  character, 
self-discipline  and  self-motivation,"  says  head  football 
coach  Phil  Broome  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege. 
Surprising?  Not  at  Co-Lin. 

This  is  the  philosophy  of  the  Wolfpack  leader  as  well 
as  that  of  the  entire  football  coaching  staff.

The  1 995  tennis  season  saw  the  men's  team  finishing 
9-7,  highlighted  by  sophomore  Bradley  Crow  winning  the 
state  and  regional  championships  at  #6  singles. 

The  women's  team  was  revived  after  a  seven-year 
absence  because  of  the  organizing  efforts  of  freshman 
Olivie  Taylor  and  volunteer  coach  and  former  Wolfpack 
player  Rob  McCreary. 

The  Lady  Wolves  5-4  season  was  punctuated  by  a  #2 
doubles  state/regional  title  earned  by  Tara  Garrett  and 
Jessica  Graham.  Garrett  claimed  the  rare  distinction  of 
becoming  a  state  champion  in  three  different  sports  (bas- 
ketball, softball,  and  tennis). 

Prospects  for  '96  look  good  with  the  return  of  Bob 
Everett,  Mike  Bishop,  and  Allen  Peets  on  the  men's  team 
along  with  Graham,  Taylor,  Julie  Grissom,  and  Angie  Carr 
for  the  Lady  Wolves. 

Lee  MacAlester  of  Atlanta,  GA  leads  a  good  group  of 
freshman  recruits  which  could  help  the  'Pack  return  for  an 
eighth  trip  to  the  NJCAA  nationals  in  Texas  next  May. 
Expected  to  be  among  the  talented  rookies  are  Gran 
Andrews  of  Patterson,  LA,  Scott  Stormo  of  Monticello,  Ben 
Adams  of  Prairieville,  LA,  Billy  Baroni  of  Natchez,  Chris 
Douglas  and  Kelly  Miller  of  Brookhaven,  Josh  Walker  of 
Magee,  and  Eddie  Carty  of  Wesson.  Kristy  Horton  of 
Magee  will  be  expected  to  add  strength  to  the  women's 
squad. 

Although  the  fall  program  will  be  limited  due  to  a  lack 
of  court  space  (the  Wolves  have  had  only  three  courts  for 
practice  and  match  play  during  the  last  two  years),  several 
new  lighted  courts  are  scheduled  to  be  constructed  hope- 
fully for  the  '96  spring  season.
